The Police Board’s Opportunity. 
The city of Atlanta and the police 


department are to be congratulated 
on the harmonious conditions attend- 
ing the organization of the new board 
of police commissioners. Such unity 
of purpose and procedure is a guar- 
antee that the efficiency of the force 
will be maintained at its present ad- 
mirable status and that the commis 
sioners will be actuated solely by a 
cohesive desire to promote the best 
interests of the city. 

Some bona fide differences of opin. 
ion must be expected in a body of the 
strong and verile personnel of the 
new police board, but we believe from 
the tone of the speechés made during 
the organizing ceremonial and from 
our knowledge of the characters of 
the members, that divergencies will 
arise only in the effort to arrive at 
the most satisfactory results for At- 
lanta and the force at large. The 
Constitution has always contended 
that the deliberations of a body in 
such vital touch with the public wel- 
fare as the police board should be 
absolutely free from taint of the per- 
sonal equation. It is, therefore, grati- 
fying to learn that the reorganized 
board shares firmly such views, and 
that henceforth the elements of indi- 
vidual bias and factional alignment, 
with their accompanying sinister 
possibilities, will be entirely elim- 
inated. 

Starting business with a clean slate 
and subordinating all other considera- 
tions to that of the public good, the 
new board has a magnificent oppor- 
tunity to give the city the best service 
in its history. And The Constitution 
is convinced that the members cannot 
find a more favorable opening for a 
display of their non-partisan desire 
for the welfare of the department 
than the reelection of John W. Ball as 
its chief. It is evident, too, that the 
commissioners, having expressed 
themselves so candidly with reference 
to the disregarding of all motives 
Save those bearing on the best inter- 
ests of the city and the force, will 
take this view of the situation, 

Chief Bal] has given the city a 
thoroughly able administration. He 
has been uniformly conscientious, 
efficient and impartial] in the discharge 
of his duties. To a greater extent, 
probably, than any of his predeces- 
sors, he has enjoyed the confidence 
and esteem of the officers and men 
under him. It has never been openly 
charged that he has at any time been 
derelict or incompetent, and we do 
not believe that there has ever existed 
the slightest tangible possibility for 
the substantiation of such charges. 

The main facts, and no one attempts 
to dispute them, are that he has de- 
veloped the department into the high- 
est state of efficiency in its history, 
and that he has made absolutely the 
best possible use of the material and 
latitude alloted him. He is in.a mos* 
vigorous prime and there is no indi- 
cation that he will not be able, for 
many years, to maintain the record 
already established. 

This is said with no intention to 
deprecate the natural aspirations of 
other members of the force or the 
confidence their friends and admirers 
may place in their ability. If The 
Constitution thought the efficiency of 
the force could be improved by a 
change it would not hesitate to advo- 
cate such a policy. 

Vindicating their announcement 
that they will act purely in the best 
interests of the force, the new board 
can by reelecting him convince the 
city of the genuineness of their 
encouraging statements and of the 
fact that the chief is to be chief in 
deed as well as name; and not the 
product of any clique or faction. 

And we hope that they will do it!

A Great Medical Convention in At- 
lanta, 

The annual convention of the 
American Anti-Tuberculosis League 
to be held in Atlanta from April 17 to 
19, inclusive, will be one of the most 
important gatherings of consumption 
specialists ever held in the United 
States. It is expected that between 
five hundred and one thousand dele. 
gates will be in attendance from all 
parts of the union, and these will 
include some of the foremost tuber- 
culosis specialists in the country. 
Reduced rates have been granted for 
the occasion by all the railroads, and 
it is certain that the gathering will 
be one of the largest and most repre 
sentative medical conventions that 
ever assembled in America. Some 
European authorities on tuberculosis 
are expected to be present, notably 
Doctors Riviere and Livet, of Paris, 
who will read papers of unusual value, 
the latter giving a new treatment for 
consumption which has been tested in 
his clinic for the past two years and 
the description of which has never 
before been published. 

Papers covering various phases of 
the subject will be read by some of 
the most distinguished physicians in 
the United States, and some of these 
papers are expected to prove of ex- 
ceptional value and take a permanent 
place in the literature of the disease. 
One of these will deal with tubercu- 
losis in the negro, a subject of peculiar 
interest to the southern people when 
it is known that some 60 per cent of 
the negro race in the. south are 
afflicted with “the great white 
plague,” and, owing to their close 
association in a menial capacity with 
the whites, are undoubtedly a fruitful 
source of contagion in southern fam- 
ilies. Negro washerwomen, cooks and 
nurses are every day spreading the 
deadly germ of tuberculosis broadcast 
in the homes of the south, and the 
tendency of the race to the disease is 
responsible for some remarkable facts 
in southern vital statistics. It is ex- 
pected that this particular paper will 
prove little short of sensational, 

The object of the American Anti- 
Tuberculosis League is to educate the 
American people to the danger of con- 
sumption as a highly contagious or 
communicable disease and to urge 
legislative precautions against its 
spread. This can best be effected by 
segregation of the afflicted, and so 
successful has this method proved in 
New York city, a veritable hotbed of 
the disease, that it ig stated the con- 
sumption death rate there is now 
some 40 per cent less than a few 
years ago. This, coupled with strict 
Sanitary regulations in places of 
danger, stringent anti-spitting meas- 
ures, etc., has resulted in at least 
checking the dread malady in our 
urban centers. The American Anti- 
Tuberculosis League has done a great 
work in arousing public sentiment to 
the necessity of such precautions and 
in giving practical form to them. It 
works in every state of the union 
through state divisions of the organ- 
ization and has been instrumental] in 
having many wise health laws passed. 
The Gcorgia branch of the league is | 
particularly strong, and this state has

Her Day Off. 
When you see that Sorrow 


HAD the pleasure, during tle latter 

part of January and the month of Feb- 

ruary, of taking a trip through south- 
western Georgia, stopping at Bainbridge 
about three weeks, and afterwards ex- 
tending my visit to Tallahassee, and to 
the gulf coast at Carrabelle. 

I had never been through that part 
of Georgia before, and was surprised 
to find such a beautiful country—so pro- 
ductive ang so prosperous. I had an 
idea that Decatur county, the extrem® 
southwestern county of Georgia, was fui 
of swamps and lakes, and I was sur- 
prised to find beautiful rolling country, 
equal to any middle Georgia county, and 
very fertile. 

Bainbridge is a city about. the size of 
Gainesville, Ge., and is increasing 45 
rapidly as any city in the state. They 
have several saw mills through the coun- 
try, the most prosperous in the state. 
The Flint river, which runs through De- 
catur county, has high bluffs and very 
little ewamp It is navigable for the 
largest river boats up to Bainbridge, and 
suxall boats run from Bainbridge to 
Albany, except in very low water. I 
was surprised to see such a prosperous 
placa For several years, Bainbridge 
was cut off from the upper part of the 
state, and had to depend entirely on 
river navigation, both south and north, 
as the boats from the Flint river ran 
up the Chattahoochee to Columbus, and 
down to Appalachicola bay. 

Georgia, Florida and Alabama. 

About five years ago, the Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama railroad was con- 
structed as far as Bainbridge. It now 
runs to Cuthbert, G., connecting with 
the Centra] railroad there, ang gives a 
new outlet for business from the north- 
ern part of the state, and on to the gulf 
terminal. It put new life into Bain- 
bridge, and tt has been steadily growing 
ever since. This road from Cuthbert 
to the gulf ts about 157 miles in length. 

The amount of lumber shipped from 
Bainbridge from saw mills along this line 
of railroad is immense. A great deal of 
the lumber is export lumber that goes to 
South American points, and ‘to the West 
India islands. The Flint River Lumber 
Company,’ in charge of Mr. Caldwell, 
formerly of Birmingham, located in West 
Bainbridge; does an immense business, 
Swindell Brothers, originally from Eng- 
land, are doing an immense business also. 
Much of their lumber is carried to the 
West India islands, and the other for- 
eign ports. Within the last three or 
four years they havg built an extensive 
cotton seed oil mill. J. M. Diffee, who 
was up to three years ago, connected with 
the Southern Oil Company of Atlanta, is 
in charge of this mill. E. P. McBurney, 
of Atlanta, is president of the company. 
It ig an extensive mill, doing a fine bus! 
ress, and increasing very rapidly. Mr. 
Sutherland, who has an extensive Md- 
chine shop, which he is about to enlarge, 
came there several years ag from Penn- 
sylvania. He expects to enlarge his 
works extensively, and is now engased 
ir. all kinds of machine works, making a 
specialty of sugar mills, which are e€X- 
tensively used in that country. 

Farming in Decatur county is ex- 
tensively carried on, and very success- 
ful, Cattle raising is a great industry 
there, and people have been made rich 
by selling cattle and sheep. 

Money in Tobacco. 

Bverything that can be cultivated in 
Georgia, or anywhere else, except wheat, 
can be raised in this county. It has the 
distinction of having within its borders 
the largest tobacco farm in the world. 
I was informed that tobacco was 4@ 
profitable crop in this country before 
the war. There is ten miles square in 
the southwest corner of the county that 
is adapted to the cultivation of tobacco. 
It is a very profitable crop and  in- 
creasing in importance every year. It 
requires some skill and knowledge to 


‘raise, but from what I could see, they 


have reduced it to a science, 

One farmer, Hon, W. B. Smith, who 
represented this county in the legtisla- 
ture a few years ago, told me that hig 
tobacco crop yielded him $10,000 net 
last year. There are two kinds of to- 
bacco raised; one is from Sumatra seed, 
which makes the cigar wrapper, and the 
other is the Cuba tobacco, used for 
filler. The wrapper is sold for from 
fifty cents to seventy-five cents a pounl, 
the filler from seventeen cents to twenty- 
five cents per pound. 

This Sumatra tobacco is made under 
sheker, and the value is designated by 
the size of the leaf and its perfect color. 
The Cuba tobacco is made in the open 
field, from seed obtained in Cuba, and 
is altogether a different tobacco, 

There is one field of thirty-five acres 
with a fence of solid planks all around 
the outside about ten to twelve feet 
high; over these are slats laid across, 
which are covered with cheese clotu. 
This is to protect the tobacco while it 


‘is growing from the very hot sun, and 


from the butterfly that injures the leaf 
by laying its eggs ‘there, which hatch 
out the tobacco worm. 

Cultivation is easer under this cover- 
ing. Some of the fields are not more 


‘than two acres. The fencing and the cov- 


ering will last about five years. The 
cost of this covering is about $250 per 
acre. They fertilize the ground well and 
make very fine tobacco. 
Price Fixed in Advance. 

| Another advantage that these tobacco 
planters have is, that they can sel] to 
men who take this tobacco and prepare 
i: for market, and they can agree on 
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their price before they plant their crop. 
and these men will advance the money 
while the crop is being mac, and 
take all they make. Of course, it is to 
be inspected, and the leaves for the 
Wrappers are all laid in boxes of equal 
length, running from ten to twenty-five 
inches in length, It is put through a pro- 
cess of curing after it comes out of the 
barns of the farmers who make it. It 
is a very interesting process of curing 
and bailing of this tobacco for shipment, 
and ig wel! worth a trip there to see it. 

Messrs, Cohn & Co. have a large place 
to handle this tobacco and buy from fhe 
farmers at Amsterdam. After they pur- 
chase from the farmers and select the 
tobacco it is put up in great square 
bulks, and goes through a fermentation 
procesg of teniperatures, and is then 
packed in Males, etc., and sent north to 
be manufactured into cigars. 
before I was at Messrs, Cohn’s place, they 
received a check for $60,000 for the sale 
of one lot Of tobacco. I asked the man- 
ager why they did not manufacture this 
tobacco into cigars at the factory. He 
told me that they had tried it, but that 
it wag difficult to get proper hands “to 
manufacture cigars from the tobacco 
there, and they found that it was cheap- 
er to send the tobacco to the northern 
cities, where they made the cigars and 
sold them, It is certainly a profitable 
crop, and is growing every year. Of 
course, this part of the county, the soil 
and climate being necessary to make it 
wuccessful, there ig no other crop that 
pays as well. 

In addition to this crop, which was 
new to me, [ found that there is running 
through Decatur county, along the Geor- 
gia, Florida and Alabama road, still un- 
developed, a large amount of fuller’s 
earth, that is used extensively, as I Was 
informed, by the Standard Oi] Company 
for clarifying kerosene oil. I don’t know 
to what extent they use it for this pur- 
pose, but I am informed that just below 
the Georgia line in Florida there is an 
extensive amount now being mined, and 
that the mines will be opened soon in 
Decatur county. It is near the surface 
and easily mined, and is worth from $4 
to $5 a ton. 


Prosperous Section, 

The timber through this county is most- 
ly pine, but there is considerable hard 
wood of al] kinds now being shipped at 
very great profit. I do not Know a 
more prosperous section of the country 
than the section through which this rail- 
road runs. [t Is rapidly filling up, but 
land is remarkably cheap, and if tie 
people who leave our state every year 
for the west would go down and look at 
this country, they would find a much bet- 
ter country to go to than any that they 
would find in Texas, Arkansas or OkKla- 
homa, and that # is easier to make a 
living in and more desirable to live in, 
than any of the states I have named. 

Most of the people who live in this 
county are Georgians, but there are a 
great many from North and South Caro- 
lina. They have one of the finest court 
houses in the state at Bainbridge; two 
first-class hotels and two banks, one a 
national bank, of which Colonel John D. 
Harrell is president. 

Mr. J. P. Willlams, of Savannah, Ga., 
is the president of this railroad, and his 
road and his liberality have done much 
to bring this section of the country into 
notice. I think from my observation that 
he hag added to the taxable value in the 
counties through which his road runs 
from $8,000,000 to $10,000,000 in the last 
five years. 

They are organizing at Carrabelle, on 
the gulf, a large fish company. 
John E. Donaldson, of Bianbridge, one 
of the leading citizens of Bainbridge, 
has it in charge, and J have no doubt it 
will be a grand success. 
ning now a fleet of boats, 
propose to increase. 
gulf, fishing with nets, bring them in 
to the terminus of the road and load 
them from the schooners, shipping them 
al] through Georgia and as far as Kan- 
sas City, Me. I saw two of. these 
schooners unload at Carrabelle a cariead 
of all kinds of fish, from mullet to red 
snapper. They are put aboard the car, 
thoroughly iced, and packed away, the 
car being ventilated. They ship out 
from one to three car loads a day. 

Brick Out of Sand. 

They have a process of making brick 
out of sand on the seashore that is very 
fine. They are preparing to organize a 
large company for the manufacture of 
this brick.. They are made from this sand 
on the shore, and cemented under hy- 
draulic pressure, and It a very fine 
quality of brick, which they say they 
can manufacture for $2.50 per thousand. 
All these enterprises and others are 
springing up as the result of building 
this road. Mr. Wiliams informed me 
that he has located !0 miles of road to 
be built at once, running from Cuthbert 
in the direction of Columbus, He intends 
to build his road to Columbus, Ga. From 
there I do not know what he proposes 
to do, but he hopes to make connection 
from that point to Atlanta and to Bir- 
mingham. 

Mr. Willfams is one of the wealthiest 
men of the state, and he absolutely con- 
trols this road. He told me that he could 
build into Columbus without borrowing 
any money. He is a man that does not 
talk much about what he is going to do, 
but is a thorough business man. He 
was born in North Carolina, near Golds-

lar’s worth of capital to make his hHving. 
He moved to South Carolina, went into 
an establishment as a clerk; was thor- 
vughly posted in the naval store business, 
and came to Georgia with the advance 
tide that settled in south Georgia during 
the early days of the naval store busi- 
ness in this state. He located in Savan- 
nah, and was a pioneer in this business, 
| under the firm name of J. P. Williams & 
|Co., and made an immense fortune at this 
| business. He is a man of untiring energy 
and sound practical sense, looKing well 
to the details of all his business, and has 
'ne frills or furbelows about him, He 
lrarely ever makes a mistake, and hag 
Mave no failures, so far as the public 
knows, in any of his transactions: His 
wisdom in selecting and laying out this 
line is a credit to him, because it hag 
turned Out so successfully. 

I recollect when 1 used to hear the 
Pine road spoken of by some railroad 
men as a Kind of a sawmill road; with 
| no ultimate prospects ahead of it, but 
it is now well settled that it ig to be 
one of the best paying roads in this 
|state. In fact, men who know say that 
lit is paying a good per cent on the in- 
| Vestment with a possibility of being a 
|very important link in Georgia, Mn 
Raoull told me the other day, in talking 
;200ut his road, the Atlantic and Birming- 
ham, that he contemplates extending his 
road from Thomasville to Tallahassee, 
and that Carrabelle, the southern terminus 
of the Georgia, Alabama and Florida, w 
one of the most important ports between 
Pensacola, Fla., and Tampa. 

Land Enhancing in Value. 

Land is enhancing in value all along 
ithe line of this road, and it has increaged 
in value In the county of Decatur more 
than 200 per cent in the past five years. 
Where the pine timber is cut off, you 
find the ground yields fine crops. Colonel 
John E. Donaldson tvld Me that three 
years ago he sold a man 1,000 acres of 
land where ..e timber had al] been out 
off for $4 an acre, and the second year 
after the man bought it he made $2,500 
on @ crop, only planting about halt of 
it, and that the land could not be bought 
now for $10 an acre. 

Corn can be raised as well in this sec- 
tion as in any part of middle Georgia. 
From 200 to 300 bushels of potatoes to 
the acre and the finest sirup made in 
the state is made in the county of Deca- 
tur. ‘Lhe ranges for cattle are tine, and 
it is the easiest place to make a living 
I know of. The best evidence of the 
prosperity of the county is the fact that 
very few farmers leave it. I do not 
suppose that there have been a dozen 
people who left the county to move west 
in the past three years. I heard of but 
one, and he concluded to go to New 
Mexico. He stayed 48 hours and re- 
turned and said that if the people in 
Decatur county worked as hard as those 
people out there, and lived as hard as 
they did, they would get rich enough 
to retire in a few years. 

This county was the seat of great 
wealth during shkavery. 1 recoiiect that 
one of the richest men in the confederate 
army was with the First Georgia regi- 
ment that left the state, the Bainbridge 
Independents, Charles Munnerlyn. I was 
in this same regiment and knew Mr. Mun- 
nerlyn. He was worth a million dollars. 
He made a good soldier. Hie was a 
farmer at home, 


Ante-Bellum Wealth. 

Evidences of the wealth of the former 
slave owners can be seen on all sides 
from the stately residences, now almost 
in ruins, immense fields where cotton, 
Sugar cane, tobacco and pecan orchards 
are now grown. Most of the white peo- 
ple live in villages, or haye moveg to 
the towns to educate their children. The 
only labor on these plantations are ne- 
groes, and under the new regime they 
don’t work like they used to, but still 
they make fair crops, and are better 
than nothing. The wages are high on 
account of the saw mills and turpentine 
farms throughout the country. I know 
of no better place for a man to go who 
wants to make a god living and have a 
healthy climate than this country. The 
truth is, southwestern Georgia fed the 
confederate army, both west and east, 
during the war, until the line was cut 
by Sherman in 1864. The immense stores 
of corn, bacon and ecattie from this coun- 
try kept Johnston’s ang Lee's army fed, 
gs far as feeding went then. Before 
that. it had been almost entirely used 
for raising cotton. Now, they raise hay, 
corn. sugar cane and all crops that will 
grow elsewhere, together with consider- 
able cotton. 

Parties who want to go to the coast 
to fish will find no better country on the 
gulf, than is reached by this road, both 
fresh and salt water fish in abundance, 
and which can be reached in fifteen hours 
from Atlanta. The hunting in this see- 
tion is splendid, and there Is an abund- 
ant supply of wild duck, turkey, quafl 
| and doves. 
| Tallahassee, the capital of Florida, is 
'a beautiful old city. I was surprised to 
find that it was a very hilly country. 
No city in Georgia is more rolling in its 
topography than the country around 
Tallahassee. They have fine lands there, 
but they are poorly cultivated. Business 
at this place is picking up considerably, 
Dr. Moore, who is mayor of the city, 
was raiseqg in Cumming, Ga. He left there 
in 187! and moved to Florida. He is @ 
live. progressive man, and is doing much 
to improve the city.

Ordinance Committe Will Talk 
of Park Board Today, 


Park Board Met Yesterday Afternoon 
‘And Adopted Resolutions Re- 
questing Council to Permit 
Park Committee to Meet 
With Commissioners. 


The meeting of the board of park com- 
missioners in the committee room at the 
etiy hall yesterday afternoon proved to 
be one of the most serious sessions that 
has yet been held by the body. The 
meeting was presided over by President 
Walter R, Brown. 

After a discussion which lasted more 
than an hour the board adopted a resolu- 
tion which requests that council allow 
the members of the park committee to 
act with the board of park commissioners 


until the charter of the city can be prop- | 
erly amended during the June session of | 
the general assembly. 

The motion was made by Commissioner 
Jerome Jones. It provides that President 
Walter R. Brown draft the resolution, 
which will be presented to the committee 
on ordinances, of which Councilman Ellis 
{fs chairman, during the meeting that is 
to be held this afternoon, 

The park commissioners wanted the 
members of the council committee on 
parks, who were present yesterday after- 
ncon, to agree to’ the resolution, but the 
councilmen did not agree. The park 
board will attend the meeting of the 
committee on ordinances this afternoon 
for the purpose of submitting the reso- 
lution, 

Commissioner Taylor moved yesterday 
afternoon that the park board call for 
an investigation of its conduct and 
wctions, but when Commissioner Jones’ 
resolution was presented he withdrew his 
motion, 

Assistant City Attorney Hill was re- 
quested to appear before the park board 
,esterday afternoon to decide whether 
bere nad the authority to give council- 
nen permission to act park board 
members. He stateq that the councilmen 
could sit on the board by courtesy, but 
that they could not vote, 

One of the features of the meeting of 
yesterday afternoon was the statement 
by Councilman Oldknow of how he 
chanced to discover that councilmen 
were without authority to act as park 
commissioners. Commissioner ‘Taylor 
had suggested that some reason existed, 
and Councilman Oldknow made a state- 
ment. 

He stated that he haq learned that Wal- 
ter R. Brown was questioning his right 
to act as a member of the board of 
police commissioners, and that he had 
consequently gone to City Attorney May- 
son for a ruling. In investigating the 
law, he said, the city attorney had dis- 
covered that councilmen could not act as 
park commissioners. 

The ordinance that will be discussed 
by the ordinance committee this after- 
noon is something entirely new in muni- 
cipal legislation. It takes the place of 
the ordinance of the park committee, 
which abolishes the board of park com- 
missioners, and provides that the board 
of park commissioners Miust secure the 
sanction of the. park committee upon all 
expenditures for salaries, labor, supplies 
or material, 

Text of the Ordinance. 
The ordinance is as follows: 
“Be it ordained by the mayor and gen-
